The Highest Honors Paid to the Dead 
Leader’s Remains. 


An Immense Procession Escorts the 
Coffin to the Grave. 


The Closing Services in the Cemetery 
Marred by Disgraceful Scenes of Dis- 
order Among the Vast 
Throng of Mourners. 


Dusuix, Oct. 11.—[By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.] The remains of 
Charles Stewart Parnell arrived. at 
Kingstownthis morning. After leaving 
London there were no demonstrations 
along the railway until Chester was 
reached. There large deputations from 
Liverpool, Manchester, Preston New- 
castle-on-Tyne and other places joined 
the train. Mr. Parnell’s colleagues in 
Parliament extended greetings to the 
various deputations. 

The funeral train reached Holyhead 
about 2 o'clock. It was a typical Brit- 
ish October -morning—dark, dismal, 
wet, cold, hazy. 
unfavorable surroundings, large groups 
of people had collected on the quay to 
watch the transfer of the coffin from 
the train to the mail boat. The case in 
which the coftin had been placed was 
borne upon the shoulders of seamen to 
the steamer. The Parnellites followed 
next behind. Sohs were _ distinctly 
audible as the procession filed down the 
double gangway tothe ship. The cof- 


‘fin was deposited in an inclosure spe- 


cially fitted up for its reception, and 
here the faithful followers of the dead 


chief kept watch throughout the voy- 


age across the channel, relieving one 
another at regularly stated intervals. 
Among those who kept guard were the 
Lord Mayor of Dublin, High Sheriff 
Meade, and Mr. Parnell, brother of. the 
deceased. The journey across was 
eventless, the boat making the passage 
in a gale of wind and through torrents 
of rain. 

"ARRIVAL ON IRISH SOIL. 

At Kingstown a crowd had collected 


to receive the remains on Trish soil. 


Conspicuous among those present were 
these followers of Mr. Parnell: Rich- 
ard Power, Joseph E. Kenny, T. Law- 


rence Carew, James J. Dalton, T. Roch- 


fort Maguire. John J. Clancy, William 
J. Corbet, Col. John P. Nolan, Pat rick 
O’Brien. These with the members of 
the House of Commons, who followed 
the body from London, andthe Kings- 
town delegation comprised nearly all 
the Parliamentary adherents of Mr. 
Parnell, All gathered around the cof- 
fin in absolute silence, which was un- 
broken even by the exchange of friendly 
greetings until after the transrer of the 
body ‘to the railway carriage. The 


short distance’ was soon made, the train 


arriving at Dublin station at 7: :30 
o'clock. 

A vast but silent crowd with uncov- 
ered heads, awaited the train as it 
rolled into the station. Timothy Har- 
rington, member of Parliament for 
Dublin harbor, and Dr. Hackett, who 
attended Parnell when his eyes were 
as well as other 
notabilities here joined the swelling 
funeral procession. Conspicuous in 
front of the dense masses of people 
were members of the Gaelic Athletic 
Association, with the hurlers used in 
their sports, all draped with black 
crape caught up with green ribbons. 
Representatives of different branches of 
the League wore black badges, upon 
which Were printed the dying words of 
the statesman: ‘Give my love to my 
colleagues and the Irigh nation.’’ On 
being removed fron’ the train the 
cofin was lifted into’: a_ hearse. 
tributes literally 
the top of the hearse and were piled 
around the coffin. These, after they 
had been put aside, were eagerly seized 
upon by the crowd, broken into small 
pieces and kept as mementos of the 
sad occasion. As the hearse moved 
from the station, a body of police formed 
in the front of the procession. The 
band of the Workingmen’s Union fol- 
lowed directly behind the police escort 
dead march in Saul. 


tion, with hurlers eversed, resembling 
a military body With reversed arms. 
As the march progressed, the'crowd 
grew denser. 

LYING IN STATE, 

The City Hall was soon reached. Its 
front was covered with solemn draper- 
ies. A violent rain storm streamed 
down as the coffin was borne into the 
hall. At 10 o'clock the gates were 
opened, and instantly the people poured 
into the hall. The body lay in state in 
the council chamber. Photographs 
were taken and then the public was ad- 
mitted to view the coffin. It was placed 
at the base of the O’Conne}! statue, and 
on either side in bold relief are statues 
of Grattan and Lucas. Conspicuous on 
the cofin were three wreaths from Mrs. 
Parnell, a cross, anchor and circle, with 
the atari, “My own true love, 
best and truest friend, my husband: from 
his broken-hearted wife." Inside this 
inscription was the following: ~My 
dear love; my husband, from his heart- 
broken wife,.”’ and still within this was: 

dear love. my husband, my king. 
from his heart-broken wife.’ There 
were also two lovely little wreaths from 
Mrs. Parnell's two ‘daughters, with the 
‘From little Clare and little 
Fittie. to our dear mother’s husband.” 

From 10 o'clock a continuous stream 
of people poured intothe hall. It is es- 
timated that 40.000 persons paid their

As the 
coffin passed, almost hidden with flow- 
ers, every head in the vast assemblage 
was uncovered. Mr..Parnell's favorite 
| horses followed’the bier. Then came a 
strong body of the Clan-na-Gael 
headed. by James Stephens and John 
O'Leary. Prominent among the in- 
dividual members in the procession was 
John O'Conner, leading by the arm the 
blind member, Mc Donald. Then came 
carriages containing Mrs. Dickinson 
sister of Parnell. Parnell’s brother 
and sister and his nearer friends. The 
Lord Mayor in state preceded by 
the city marshal and the sword and 
mace-bearers was next behind the 
family carriages. Then followed rep- 


resentatives of the corporation of the, 


principal Irish towns, various trade 
socities, Foresters. Home Rulers, pri- 
vates, carriages and citizens on foot. 

Just as the procession started the 
rain ceased. The scene was most im- 
pressive. All windows and housetops 
along the line of march were packed 
with people. The procession surpassed 
in point of numbers anything of the 
kind ever witnessed .in Dublin. 
Throughout the long route admirable 
order was kept till the cortege came 
near Glasverein. The people began 
gathering in the cemetery early in the 
morning, facing the wind and drench- 
ing showers... During the long waiting 
throughout the day, the crowd inspected 
the turf-lined tomb, Guarded by a single 
group of police, whe had difficulty to 
keep lhem moving. The grave, which 
was some seven feet deep, had been dug 
out of an artificial mound, covering a 
plat which had long been used ro inter 
the poorest people. 

DISORDER IN THE CEMETERY. 

By 4 o'clock the police became: over- 
whelmed by the ever-increasing crowd, 
and by the withdrawal of a portion of 
their force, which went to clear. the 
way for the funeral procession at the 
entrance gates to the cemetery. When 
the first part of the procession reached 
the lower gate at 5 o'clock it was found 
impossible to penetrate the dense 
masses. Inthe struggle with on-look- 
ers the police were obliged to abandon 
the attempt to drive them back. The 
surging crowd around the gate, seeking 
to see the cortege, met a great contend- 
ing wave of others trying to enter. A 
scene of great confusion » ensued. 
The processioa for a time was 
checked and thrown into disorder. It 
was decided to close the ‘tower gates, 
and this was effected amid great ‘disor- 
der, just as the hearse reached the spot. 
The hearse was then taken toa plat- 
form specially constructed for the pur- 
pose, in order to enable those in the 
procession to file around and havea 
full view of the bier. | 

At 6 o’clock fast falling dusk found 
the procession still filing past. There 
seemed to be no,likelihooa that the 
“end till 
far into the night. So orders were 
given to remove the cofiin to the side of 
the grave. A body of the Clan-na-Gael 
succeed in clearing the way to the

grave ~ and formed a circle, within 
which were grouped the Lord 
Mayor of Dublin, civic dignitaries, 


Parnell’s colleagues in Parliament, and 
relatives. The crush was terrible and 
darkness had set in. The noise of 


shrieking women, the cries of children, 


and the cries of men, struggling amid 
the crush, made inaudible the voices of 
the clergy reciting the ritual of the 
Church of England. The first portion 
of the services had been performed at 
St. Nicholas’s Church, where the re- 
mains rested twenty minutes while on 


the way from the City Hall. 


THE LAST RITES. 

_ At the grave Rev. Mr. Vincent of the 
Rotunda Chapel and Rev. George Fry 
of Manchester ofticiated. They were 
obliged to cut the services short as the 
crowd broke into the protecting circle 
and overwhelmed the inner group. 
Sometime after, in dead darkness, when 
the crowd had thinned away, the more 
intimate friends again grouped them- 
grave, deposited 
wreaths thereon and took a last view 
of the coftin. The grave ame heaped 
up with masses of floral tributes, includ- 
ing one from Miss O’Shea. 

Apart from the disorder at the ceme- 
tery the day was without accident. 
Probably never was a great popular 
demonstration attended by so little 
excitement.

‘out of respect to the dead. The police

A PARNELLITE MANIFESTO. 

Lonpon. Oct. 11.—The National 
League of Great Britain has issued a 
lengthy manifesto, detailing what the 
League has done for the cause of Ire- 
land, reciting the result of Parnell’s 
leadership and urging that the fight 
for the.principles advocated by the 


‘deceased leader bekept up. 


LONDON PRESS COMMENT. 
- Lonpox, Oct. 12.—The Times .-this 
morning, referring to Parnell’s funeral 
attributes the ‘‘magnitude and impres- 
siveness of the scene to the fact that 
Jrish masses are passionately fond of 
pageantry in every shape, and es- 
pecially when it combines political ex- 
citement with anappeal to sentiment.” 
Various estimates have been made as 
tothe -number of persons who wit- 
nessed the demonstration. The Daily 
News this morning places it at 200,000. 
Hourly dispatches were sent to Mrs. 


Parnell at Brighton, describing the 
scenes at Dublin. She is still pros- 


trated. 

The Chronicle says that the demon- 
stration was a “spontaneous and_ir- 
restible surging from all parts of lre- 
land toGlansnevin. The mighty wave 
would have swept away any bar- 
rier. police or politician conid have 
putuptostopit. The Catholic democ- 
racy thus pay their last tribute of 
homage to the Protestant leaderin de- 
fiance of priests: in defiance of the ma j- 
ority of their own Tepresentatives in 
Parliament.’

Nara. Oct. 11.—[By the Associated 
Press.] The heaviest earthquake shock 
ever felt here was experienced at 10:80 
o'clock tonight. Chimneys toppled over, 
several buildings were shattered and 
badly shaken up. Drugstore fixtures 
suffered greatly; bottles were thrown 
down from shelves to the floor, and 
other damage was done. The Masonic 
temple, a fine building, was shattered. 

At the State insane asylum great ex- 
citement prevails. The patients are 
almost uncontrollable. It is reported 
that the building cracked and other 
damage was done. 

SAN FRANCISCO SHAKEN. 

Saw Francisco, Oct. O1.—A_ severe 
earthquake shock occurred here about 
10:27 tonight. It lasted fully half a 
minute and was the most severe experi- 
enced in this city fora long time. So 
far as known no Serious oe was 
done. 

SUISUN PEOPLE SCARED. 

Svistn, Oct. 11.— At 10:29 o'clock 
tonight a heavy shock of earthquake 
shook up this quiet little city.

THE CHURCHES. 


Dr. Chichester on Confession of 
Faith Revision. | 


Rev. Mr. Heisler Sufficiently Recovered 
- to Resume His Duties. 


Interesting Talk on Mission Work by 
Rev. Mr. Stewart. - 


Rev. Mr. Smither at the Temple-street 
Christian Church—yY. M. C. A. Ser-_ 
vices—*‘Rally Day” in East 
Los Angeles. 


Rev. Dr. Chichester preached a pow- 
erful sermon yesterday morning con- 
cerning the ‘Revision of the Presby- 
terian Confession of Faith.’’ His text 
consisted of three little words from the 
first chapter of the second Epistle of 
Peter, ‘‘The present truth.’’ The Doc- 
tor held that the ‘present truth’’ here- 
means the truth suited to preseng cir- 
cumstances and present needs. 1 

Many a gospel message, good enough 


lacks the quality of timeliness. Rich- 
ard Baxter used to say that preacher 
of the everlasting gospel should preach 
as a dying mantodyingmen. The Doc- 
tor’s idea, however, was that he should 
preach as a living man to living men— 
the living truth concerning the living 


the truth that now needs to be brought 
Each suc- 


front, to which the old truth must be 
adapted, and;out of the complicated 


questions are now arising which 
were utterly unknown when Calvin 
wrote his ‘‘Institutes,"’ or when 
the Westminster divines framed 
the Confession. And thisisvery largely 
the explanation of this revision move- 
ment that is now sweeping through the 
Presbyterian Church, viz: the growing. 
conviction that the Westminister Con- 
fession does not adequately express the 
church's ‘‘present truth’’—the truth as 
it is now held and preached by the great 
body of her ministery and membership. 
‘It is safe to say,’’ said. the Doctor, 
“that at the present moment Presbyte- 
rians are divided into three distinct 
classes concerning this revision move- 
ment, First, there isa small fraction 
of extremely radical people, who make 
wild and extravagent statements and 
wild and extravagant demands. Such 
persons’ are generally without any 
Presbyterian instincts or antecedents 
and if possible would blot out every 
‘iota of Calvinism from the Confession. 
Then there is a-small fraction of ex- 
tremely conservative Presbyterians 
like the old elder in the Detroit Assem- 
bly, who insisted that’ he would not 
alter the Confession by dotting anI or 
crossing a T.. Midway between these 
two extremes, however, is a third class 
of Presbyterians comprising the great 
body of the church’s ministry and 
membership—fully four-fifths of them— 
who insist that. some revision of the 
Confession is necessary, imperative and 
inevitable. And while this third party 
is thoroughly and lovally Calvinistic— 
maintaining that itis God and not man 
who determines who shall be saved—it 
also maintains that modern scripture 
exegesis has greatly modified some of 
the. Confession’s statements. The 
church’s *‘present truth’ is very largely 


a matter of proper emphasis and when 


the Confession was framed more em- 
_ phasis had to be placed on certain doc- 
trines than this present age calls for. 
The errors, that then menaced the 
church demanded that great prominence 
should be given to such truths as God's 
absolute sovereignty and His inflexible 
And the system wrought out> 


weapon against kings that had usurped 
divine rights and against 4 church that 
was asSuming divine prerogatives. In 
our nineteenth century, however, that 


_ which once gave strength to the Con-* 
fession now becomes an element of weak-_ 


ness; sothatit may be justly charged, as 
Dr. Patten says, with ‘‘infelicities of 
expression, excesses of statement and 
faults of emphasis.’’ Said a Philadel- 
phia lawyer the other day, “Its writer 
has rather overloaded Adam.’ The un- 
balanced emphasis of the Confession is 
sometimes very startling—quoting as it 
does inthe proof texts ‘‘Esau have I 
hated,’’ four or five different times, and 
quoting ‘‘God'so loved the world,’’ but 
once. The Doctor said that it was 
only fair to state that while an over- 
whelming majority of Presbyterians 
_ thus desire revision there are two dis- 
tinct opinions on the subject in the 
church. The first opinion is that the 


doctrine of election shotil@:-beteft-in- 


the Confession—not only within its 
scripture limitations—but with all its 
logical inferences. The second view 
holds, however, that while election 


from it being purely human and extra 
scriptural—should all be stricken out. 
The Doctor said he personally held this 
second view, along with such men as 
Van Dyke, Herrick Johnson, Charles L. 
Thompson and his honored teacher, A. 
A. Hodge, who said in his Philadel- 


phia lecture, ‘The need of the 
hour is not to emphasize foreor- 
dination, but to unite with our 


Arminian brethern in putting all empha- 


The Doctor then spoke at length of 
several important points of revision 
that are called for by the church’s 
‘present truth.’’ He insisted that the 
church demanded a revision that will 
entirely free the Confession from the 
doctrine of reprobation and from ‘the 
- doctrine of infant damnation. Another 
doctrine that needs to be dropped is the 
indiscriminate damnation of all the un- 
evangelized heathen—together with 
the! Confession’s offensive and bellig- 
erent utterances concerning the Roman 
Catholic Church. Then in closing the 
Doctor insisted that above and beyond 


everything else the Confession must con- | 


tain more broad and emphatic state- 
ments concerning the mercy of God. 
It was this last point that Rev. Dr. 
Stewart plead for so eloquently at the 
recent. presbytery meeting—saying ‘of 
all churches in the world our Presby- 


terian Churgh can afford to do 
this. We ‘fre not liable to, be 
misunderstood.*’ Strange to say,*P 


however, there are other men who are 
much more timid and conservative—one 
of whom recently said that he believed 
in putting more of the mercy of God in 
the Confession, ‘‘provided the state- 
ment of it be sufficiently guarded.”’ 
‘It is simply impossible for a reporter 
to do justice tosuch a sermon.

Rev. Dr. Stewart preached a very in- 
teresting sermon to a large and attent- 
ive audience yescerday morning at the 
Firsé Presbyterian Church, his’ text 
being Matthew vi, 38. ‘‘Seek ye first 
the kingdom of God, and His right- 
eousness; and all these things shall be 
added unto you.”’ 
Dr. Stewart in his original manner, 
and way of moulding though s and pro- 
ducing ideas, handled this text with 
direct special bearing upon the mission- 
ary cause. He said that naturally man 
did not want to be civilized, that he was 
prone to follow darkness rather than 
light, and after being partially civil- 
ized, then neglect for a while, would fall 
back into barbarism. Therefore the im- 
provements toward civilizing would 
have to be slow, long continued and 
laborious. Letting in the dawn of 
God's kingdom first by spreading the 
gospel abroad, and man’s kingdom 
by educating and building up trade and 
government relations afterwards. 
Christianize the heathen first, and 
civilization will follow. Religion is the 
deepest thing, the great ruling power. 
With it the home is made secred, the 
heart is touched. It must begin with 
Bibles; it cannot be accomplished with 
Government bonds, trade relations, nor 
brass button missionaries. 
In trying to reach them by trade, we 
have’ brought to our own country the 
ghastly effects of opium smoking, gam 
bling and other vices. Silence will 
never civilize; it takes a Christian at- 
mosphere, which apparently has an 
effect, even over dumb brutes. 
Darwin and Huxley, with their doc-- 
trines of evolution, will never civilize. 
But humanity will not fold its arms and 
say: Let cannibalism go on, but it is 
making a brave effort to save them, and 
it is a universal law that ‘God lelps 
those who help themselves.’ God's 
children seldom come to want. ‘‘Take 
no.thought for the morrow, but seek ye 
first the kingdom of God and his right- 
iousness, and all other things shall be 
added unto you.”’ 

| TEMPLE-STREET CHRISTIAN CHURCH.

WORLD'S FAIR NOTES. 


Nicaragua wants half an acre for the site 
of its building at the exposition. 

The Association of Civil Engineers of the 
City’of Mexico has voted unanimously to at- 
tend the exposition in a body. © 

More than £5,000,000 feet of lumber will 
be used in the construction of the huge 
building for manufactures and liberal arts. 

Commissioner Shufeldt has cabled from 
Cape Town, South Africa, that an exhibit of 
diamonds and feathers worth $300,000 wili 
be sent from Cape Town. 

The Grounds and Buildings Committee de- 
cided to advertise for the construction of a 
building to accommodate four saw-mill 
plants. The structure will be located south 
of the Agricultural Annex, on piles driven 
in whatisnow anatural lagoon. The build- 
ing will be 130x200 feet and will cost $25,- 
O00. 

It is now probable that the five Territories 
—New Mexico, Utah, Arizona, Oklahoma, 
and Alaska—will make their exhibit of 
their resources and products under one 
roof. They united ina request to that 
effect and it was granted. Utah, however, 
Wants to make an exhibit by herself if her 
Legislature appropriates enough money to 
enable her to doso. 

Exposition stock subscriptions have now 
been paid in toan aggregate exceeding $3,- 
000,000, although only 60 per cent. has thus 
far been called for. The $5,000,000 of 
city bonds voted by Chicage are now avail- 
able and will be put on the market soon. 

Areproduction of Independence Hall is 
proposed as Pennsylvania's building ‘at the 
Prizes of $1000, $500 and 
$300 have been offered for the best plans 
for a State building but it is thought the 
State commission will seriously consider re- 
jecting them all and reproducing dIndepen- 
dence Hall instead. 

M.O. Jaenseh of Wahoo, Neb., writes to 
Chief Allison offering to the exposition a 
valuable collection of arms. The collection 
includes 100 pieces, including swords, pis- 
tols, guns, étc., being a complete showing of 
all the different swords and firearms made 
from the time of the invention of gunpow- 
der down to the Franco-Prussian war. Mr.

Electricity From Water. 
[Engineering Journal. | 

“The great dam across the Colorado 
River at Austin, Tex., is now makin 
substantial progress. This dam will be, 
when completed, 1150 feet long, 60 
feet high and 18 feet wide at the top. 
The up-stream face is of Limestone, and 
is vertical; the down-stream face is of 
Texas granite, and the interior is rubble 
masonry, of small stone and cement. 
There will be about 9000 cubic yards 
of granite, 6800 cubit vards of lime- 
stone and 55.000 ‘cubic yards of rub- 
ble inthe dam. The estimated cost of 
the dam itself is 8465,000; to this is to 
be adde@ the cost of the gate-house, the 
canal which is to convey the water to 
the manufacturers and other auxiliary 
works, Which is estimated at about 


&800,000 more. is intended} 


to utilize the power of the Colorado 
River. The water power will run the 
electric light plant, furnish power for 
electric railroads and for pumping the 
Watersupplvy of the city, and leave a 
surplus of some 158,000 horse-power 
forthe use of factories. It is about 
two miles above the city of Austin and 
the natural conditions are very favor- 
able, as the river there runs between

GEN. W ALTER Q. ¢ GRESHAM. 


Traits of a Typieal ( Citizen, Sol- 
dier and Jurist. 


His Career in Military, Civil and Po- 


His Recent Great Speech on the Char. 
acter.of Grant. 


‘The Bent and Fiber of Gresham's Mind 


—AN the Qualities That Go to 
Make up a Great 
Man. 


The remarkable oration detivered last 
Wednesday by Judge Walter. Q. 

jresham, at the unveiling of the Grant 
statue in Lincoln Park, Chicago, has 
brought prominently before the public 
the one survivor of the great civil war 
who possessed many of the qualities of 
his great Captain.and who, by the exer- 
cise of them, rose from the rank of ma- 
jor to major-general, and but for arm un- 
fortunate wound while in the line of 
duty, in the midstmmer of 1864, would 
have succeeded McPherson in command. 
The more Gen. Gresham's great oration 
is studied the higher will be the esti- 
mate placed upon him, and therefore a 
greater desire to know more of the 
man who at this moment of paucity of 
statesmanship has all the practical abil- 
ities of Blaine, with none of his weak- 
hesses, 

Walter Q. Gresham was born’ in Har- 
Ind., shadow, 
almost, of the old Territorial State 
House at Corydor, where the first Ter- 
ritorial Legislature assembled; and 
where Gen. Wiliiam H. Harrison, Ru- 
dalph and the coterie of Virginia bloods 
attempted to fasten slavery upon the 
StateofIndiana. When the anti-slavery 
movement began, and the descendants 
of “Harrison were Whigs (the party 
which tried to straddle the great ques- 
tion.) th Greshams were outspoken and 
active friends of the cause of universal 
libertv. While yet a boy, a citizen of 
Indiana was arrested and taken to Ken- 
tucky to be tried onthe charge of as- 
sisting a slave to escape from bondage. 
The affair implicated the father of Gen: 
Gresham, and the son went with his 
father into the camp of the enemy to 
insist that justice be done. The cir- 
cumstances gave the finishing touch to 
the inclination ofthe boy to battle for 
right and Justice,“ even against pop- 
ular clamor. 

When the the. civil war was being 
prepared for by the South, in acts 
of secession in the winter and early 
spring of 1861, Judge Gresham was 
a member of the Indiana Legislature, 
and because of his previous mili- 
tary training,~was chairman of the 
House Committee on Military Af- 
fairs. Heat once prepared the bill, 
which afterward=became the law cre- 
ating the Indiana ‘militia, and by his 
action, and his done, made it possible 
for Gov. Morton to respond so promptly 
to the call of the President for troops. 
Indeed, the law was so effective that it 
put Indiana upona military footing long 
before the Président had learned that 
hopes of asettlement without resort to 
arms were but an idle dream. This 
and the advice which young 
Gresham (for he was only 25) gave 
Morton, attracted attention to him, and 
the Governor sought him as an adviser. 
When'the ferAreops, young 
Gresham went to the’ Governor andian- 
nounced his intention of entering the 
army. The Legislature was in special 
session, and the Governor urged him to 
retain his seat, promising him the com- 
mand of a regiment after the adjourn- 
ment, when all military legis- 
lation was effected. 

The call for troops for three years 
was made in the fall of 1861, and Young 
Gresham went to New Albany, near his 
home, and recruited the Thirty-eighth 
Regiment of Infantry, and when it was 
ready forthe field,-he was made its 
lieutenant-colonel. In February, 1862, 
‘he was promoted to the colonelcy of the 
Fifty-third Indiana Volunteers by the 
vote of the officers of that regiment. On 
the 25th of August, 18635, he was ap- 
pointed a brigadier-general on _ the 
direct and urgent request of Gens. 
Grant and Sherman, and was at once 
assigned to the commond of a brigade 
in the Army of the Tennessee, and later 
to the command of a division. On the 
day that Gen. McPherson was killed, 
Gen. Gresham received a wound in his 
left leg which made him a cripple for 
life. That ended his active service in 
the army. His subsequent public ser- 
vices as Judge of the’United States Dis- 
trict Court for Indiana; Postmaster 
General, Secretary of the Treasury and 


United States Circuit Judge—the office’ 


he now holds—are familiar to the coun- 
try,.as is the fact that he was the only 
member of President Arthur’s Cabinet 
who madé a speech’ for Blaine in the 
campaign of 1884... 

—In_-point —_of —ability,. 
honesty and all the qualities that go to 
make a great man, Judge Gresham 
stands head and shoulders above any 
man living in the United States today. 
The best evidence of the truth of ‘this 
statement is feund in his own words, 
uttered at the unveiling of the Grant 
statue. They should be engrossed upon 
a plate of gold and placed above’ the 
Declaration of in the 
national archive

tives, as well aa those who disburse it, are deadly 
enemies of the Republic. Their greed and tove 
of power are greater than their love of country. 
They impair popular respect for law, which is 
the only safeguard for life-and property; and tt 
will be an evil day for the Nation when its pres- 
ervation depends upon their patriotism and 
courage. They masquerade in the garb of 
righteousness, and address the peaplg in the lan- 
guage of patriotism, but their viftues are as- 
sumed they are hypocrites and assaesins of 
erty, and would weleome dynasty rather than 
shed their blood in defense of popular govern- 


ment. Their shameless and insidious at- 


tacks on free institutions are infinitely more 
dangerous than the revolutionary teachings 
and practices of a comparatively few vis- 
ionary and misguided men and women in 
our large cities. It is not such men 
as these, but the great multitude, 
engaged in active and hardy pursuits. 
who constitute the real strength of 
the Nation. They are not enemies of 
Jaw and order, they do not envy or hate 
‘those who have acquired preperty by hon- 
est methods, they bear their full share of 
the public burdens, and so long as the 
powers of the Nation are not perverted to 
their injury forthe enrichment of a few 
thev will rally to its defense with unselfish 
and devoted patriotism. Their energy and 
courage have not been deadened by ease 
and luxury. There can be no prosperity 
without public tranquillity, and the people 
will not long remain tranquil under a well- 
founded belief that the corrupt use of 
money preventsa freeand honest expres- 
sion of their choice of men and measures. 
If public opinion cannot be honestly ex- 
pressed in authorized ways, our elections 
will become expensive and useless mock- 
eries, and free government will exist only 
inname. Let us not be deceived by mere 
forms. Radical changes in government 
may be effected without perceptible change 
in the mode of administration. Some of 
the worst tryannies the world has ever 
known were maintained under popular 
forms. 

No statesman in all the history of our 
Government has uttered such telling 
truths in such simple and direct lan- 
guage, and if he had been denouncing 
the venality and crime which has 
made California’s political manage- 
ment a by-word and a shame all over 
this Nation, he could not have pictured 
our condition more clearly.

ELEPHANT FARMING. 


What an ‘Enterprising Fellow Proposes 
, for California. 
[Chicago Inter Ocean.] 

California proposes to ‘‘bear’’ the 
African market. She now has broken 
in upon the ostrich-feather trade, and 
one of her citizens—Mr. Newbuary— 
proposes to establish ‘‘an elephant 
farm.’? Mr. Newbuary, in an interview, 
thinks great practical uses cquld bet 
found forthe elephant. He thinks as 
an article of food he is better than the 
horse. All African explorers speak 
highly of elephant steak. The full- 
grown elephant weighs about 7000 
pounds, and Mr. Newbuary estimates 
that he can count on some 3000 pounds 
of first-class meat from eachanimal. In 
twenty-four years he expects to see ele- 
phant meat for sale in all markets. 
Steaks as big as bed mattresses will hang 
upon all sides, and French elephant 
chops with handles on them six feet 
long will lieon the counters. Elephant 
hides, he thinks, will be found valuable 
for leather, slightly thick, perhaps, but 
itcan be split. Then there is the tvory 
always in good gooddemand. The clip 
of wool from an elephant will, of course, 
he admits, be small, but there were 
formerly woolly animals of the ele- 
phant kind, and he does not see why 
not revive the 
species. Fine all-California-elephant’s 
wool clothing he considers a possibility 
of the future. 

But it is not alone in these ways that 
Mr. Newbuary expects to be able to 
teach California to profit from the ele- 
phant. It is a powerful and-intelligent 
animal, and as a beast of burden will be 
as successful in California as in India.

Nordoes he 
despair altogether of the elephant asa 
driving. animal.

Rare Birds and Their Eggs. 
{New York Tribune. ] 

‘There are only four eggs.ofthe great 
auk now in this country,’’ says an oolo- 
gist, ‘and they are valued at .$500 
each. It seems odd to think of a bird 
becoming extinct, but no one has seen 
a Labrador duck, either, since 1856. 
There are but five mounted specimens 
in existence. 

‘‘Kirtland’s warbler is another bird 
that is rare. Until recently but seven 
had ever been captured, and these all 
had been found ina region near Cleve- 
land, O., -less than a mile square. 
Specimens were worth $100 apiece. 
But a little while ago a naturalist who 
chanced to visit the Bahama islands 
came upon’a colony of the birds, and 
knowing what a mine he had _ struck, 
shot about twenty and brought them to 
this country. When he began to un- 
load, the story came out andthe market 
sagged, so that now youcan geta Kirt- 
land for $5 or $6. The Connecticut 
warbier is another bird of interest to 
oologists because no one has yet seen 
its eggs. It passes up the Mississippi 
River i in the early spring, and probably 
mates far in the interior of British 
North America, and goes south in the 
fall by the way pf the Atlantic sea- 
board. If any one can find the nest of 
this little fellow with four eggsin it, it 
will be $200 in his pocket.

Attractive Improvements Going 
on in the Arroyo. 


Two Night Hawks Who Wanted 
Alcohol. 


And die of Them was Preacher 
Yatres. 


Some ofthe Religious Services Held Yes- 
terday—Too Much Street Relig- 
ion — Personal Notes 
and Brevities. 


An attractive point for visitors and 
Pasadenians, especially on Sunday, is the 
arroyo, west of Colorado street, where Mr. 
J. W. Scoville is carrying on such exten- 
sive operations inthe way of transforming 
the bed of the arroyo and the steep slope to 
the westward into a mammoth park, which 
will ve distinguished alike for its beauty, 
picturesqueness and many acher novel 
‘features. 

Previous references to Mr. Scoville’s ex- 
tensive operations have been made in these 
columns, The twodams which he erected 


two succeedings years and which were 


both washed away by the winter floods 
have been described at length. Nowa 
third dam has been constructed to stem 
the flow of the arroyo water, while allabout 
are being consttucted such operations as 
no one hereabouts ever dreamed of. 

A visit tothe place is always interesting. 
Yesterday-afternoon scores of pedestrians 
were noticed inspecting the various inter- 
esting features of the proposed park. while 
many teams were driven up the winding 
road tothe summit of the hill to the west, 
from which lofty eminence a splendid view 
of the city, mountains and valley stretch- 
ing far tothe eastward, is obtained. One is 
impressed by the stability and extent of all 
that Mr. Scoville is doing. The new dam 
certainly has the appearance of being able 
to withstand the severest of winter floods. 


Surrounding it and extending for several | 


hundred yards up the arroyo are great 
stone walls, builtin the most substantial 
manner possible. The Gun Club house has 
been inclosed pfoperly, and the pump-house 
onthe opposite side of the stream is well 
under way. The eucaiyptus trees planted 
not long ago by the side of the road leading 
to the topof Mr. Scoville’s hill, have grown 
rapidly and already throw a grateful shade, 
besides making the road much more attract- 
ive. A large force of men are at work 
grading the top of the hill preparatory to 
the improvements which are to follow. 

The above merely hints at what Mr. Sco- 
ville is doing and proposestodo. It is such 

‘enterprises as thisthat gofar toward add- 
ing to the town’s attractions. When com- 
pleted the _ will be worth coming miles 
to see.

POMONA, 


The Holiness 


The Fight Over the Location of the 
Postoffice. 


A History of the Controversy from the 
Beginning—Congressman Bow- 
ers Mukesa Personal 
Inspection. 


{The TIMES conveys the news of the 
world to Pomona 30 hours in advance of the 
San Francisco papers. he Pomona 
branch office and agency is at Armour's 
Pharmacy, Second street, where advertise- 
ments, orders for the paper and news 
items are received. | 


Pomona isall torn up ina fight over the 
location of the postoffice, andthe wrangle 
was brought to the surgace Saturday by the 
appearance upon the scene of Congressman 
Bowers, who came here hoping to get 
enough of the inside of the fight upon which 
to base a recommendation to the Postoftice 
Department at Washington that would set- 
tle the matter. 

The history of the controversy is sub- 
stantially as follows: The postofifice used 
to be located on Main street between Second 
and Third. Anumberof men interested in 
having itin another locality, as well as in 
having a better equipped office, selected a 
site, got it approved by a postofiice in- 
spector, and locateda building, construct- 
ing it with special reference toits fitness for 
the purpose. When completed it was leased 
foraterm of five years. This was abont 
two anda half yearsago. Ahouta year ago 
a movement was started by men interested 
in having it located elsewhere _ to 
get the office removed from its present 
home, known as the Smith building, toa 
block farther west, called the Bartlett 
Block.

| A Youthfal Culprit Jumps Overboard from 


a Steamer at Port Harford—J. E. 
Durkee's Attempt at Sul- 
cide—News Notes. 


{THE TIMES conveys news to Santa Bar 
bara twenty-four hours ahead of the San 
Francisco papers. The branch office and 
agency is at No. 713 State street. where 
advertisements, orders for the paper and 
news items may be icft.| 


The detention of the mailed portion of the 
editions of the two local newspapers of this 
city by postmaster Holt. on account of lot- 
tery advertisements in them. caused consid- 
erable comment on tic streets heré yester- 
day. These, advertisements were in the 
form of interviews and local write-ups, but 
Mr. Hoit construed them to be advertise- 
ments thinly disguised, and held the edi- 
tions accordingly. The publishers have 
made no attempt to supply their mail sub- 
scribers with the missing papers and pre- 
tend to believe that the notices do not come 
under the head of restricted matter. 

Along with these local papers held gt the 
postofice are afewcopies of the leading 
San Francisco papers of the 9th inst., con- 

taining a list of a lottery drawing. 

These newspapers were sent here by ex- 
press and were afterward deposited in the 
office by the local agent for certain outside 
patrons, and may have been done without a 
konwledge of their contents, foritis claimed 
that the ‘Frisco papers never place lottery 
lists nor advertisements in their mail edi- 
tions. 

Itisrather singular that newspaper pub- 
lishers would make such a mistake in.view 
of the faetthat the law has been posted for 
months.in the officeehere on cardboard 
under the word "‘Caution”™ in big black type. 

Section 3894 ofthe Revised Statutes of 
the United States savs: 

“No letter, postal-card. or circular con- 
cerning any lottery. so-called gift concert 
or other similar enterprise offering prizes 
dependent upon lot or chance, or concern- 
ing schemes devised for the purpose of ob- 
taining money or property under false pre- 
tenses; and no listof the drawings at any 
lottery or similarscheme. and no ticket or 
part thereof, and no check: draft, bill, 
money, postal note, or money order for pur- 
ehase of any ticket. tickets. or part thereof, 
or of any share or any chance in any such 
lottery or gift enterprise, shall be carried 
by mail or delivered at or through any 
postoffice or branch thereof. or by any 
letter carrier; nor shall any newspaper 
circular, pamphlet, or publication of. any 
kind containing any advertisement of any 
lottery or gift enterprise of any kind, offer- 
ing prizes dependent upon lot or chance,. or 
containing any list of prizes awarced at the 
drawing of any such lottery or gift enter- 
prise, whether said list is of any part or all 
of the drawing, becarriedin the mails or 
delivered by any postmaster or letter car- 
rier. 

‘‘Any person who shall knowingly deposit 
or shall knowingly cause to be delivered by | 
‘mailto be deposited, or shall knowingly 
send or cause to -be sent, anything to be 
conveyed or delivered by mail, in violation 
of this section, anything herein forbidden 
to be carried by mail, shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor. and on conviction 
shall be punished by a fine of not more than 
$500, or by imprisonment for not more 
than one year, or by both such fine and im- 
prisonment for each offense.” 

The above is the section under which the 
papers are held, and which has been posted 
in a conspicuets office ever 
since last January. 

JUMPS OVERBOARD.

JURORS’ MILEAGE. 


The Supervisors Will Continue the Inves- 
tigation This Week. 

Owing to the stress of other business 
during the past week, the Board of Su- 
pervisors has been unable to pursue its 
promised investigation into the ques- 
tion of the mileage fees drawn by ja- 
rors in criminal cases, which was first 
called to their attention by the Waldron 
expose. It is understood, however, that 
the board intends to take the matter up 
at its earliest convenience, and when it 
does so some interesting developments 
may confidently be expected. 

It is an open secret that the county 
has been depleted by thou- 
sands of dollars annually by jurors. 
who shut their eyes to the fact that 
drawing fees for mileage, when the dis- 
tance had not been actually traveled, 
was dishonest,’ simply because it was 
customary todoso. In order to avoid 
this as much as possible in the future, 
anew system will soon, be adopted, 
whereby alk jurors will be required to 
swear that they actually traveled the 
distance for which they claim mileage 
fees, in addition to signing the usual 
certificate, on their demands. By this 
means any attempt to overcharge the 
county for his services by a juror will 
be attended with the risk of prosecution 
for perjury.
